Another  milestone  in  the  process  of  driving 
the  Italians  out  of  Africa  has  been  passed  in  the 
seizure  of  Tobruk  with  the  capture  of  many  thoii- 
aanda  of  prisoners  and  much  equipment.  The 
elaborate  area  of  defence  prepared  by  the  enemy 
on  the  landward  side  of  Tobruk  was  broken 
through  on  the  first  day  of  the  assault  and  yes- 
terday the  town  was  occupied.  The  attack,  as  In 
the  case  of  that  on  Bardla.  was  carried  out  by 
Australians.  British,  and  forces  of  the  Free  Army 
of  France  working  in  co-operation  with  the 
Royal  Navy  and  the  Royal  Air  Force.  Tobruk  was 
mercilesaly  pounded  from  sea.  air  and  land,  and 
the  heart  seems  to  have  been  taken  out  of  the 
Italian  defenders  before  the  Australian  and  Brit- 
ish force.s  advanced,  supported  by  uhks  and 
other  armored  motor  vehicles.  Tlie  ea.sy  capture 
of  Tobruk  Illustrates  again  how  highly  (rained 
the  Imperial  Army  of  the  Nile  has  become  in 
modern  fighting  methods. 

The  next  objective  of  importance  In  the  cam- 
paign in  Libya  will  be  Bengasi,  and  the  likeli- 
hood Is  that  the  forces  which  have  in  succession 
taken  Bid!  Barranl.  Bardla  and  now  Tobruk  wlU, 
after  mopping  up  the  eastern  side  of  the  defen- 
sive perimeter  before  Tobruk,  proceed  westwards 
Tobruk  U a harbor  from  which,  If  considered  de- 
sirable. the  Royal  Navy  can  operate  Many  of  the 
airfields  available  in  Northeastern  Libya  are  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  British  As  the  campaign  ^ 
Amtlnues.  the  resistance  of  the  Italians  and  Lib- 
yan levies  will  possibly  weaken.  The  troops  en- 
circled at  Tobruk  did  not  offer  any  stouter  de- 
fence than  their  comrades  at  Bardla  The  navy 
Is  playing  a very  Important  role  In  the  campaign 
with  Its  bombardments,  unceasingly  carrying 
supplies  to  the  army  as  It  advances  and  also 
transporting  the  prisoners  of  war  from  the  points 
captured.

Tlie  January  bulletin  of  the  Ruyal  Bunk  of 
Canada  pre.^enta  a bird -eye's  view  of  the  wheal 
situation  In  the  world  at  large  and  of  Canada's 
interest  therein.  In  comparing  the  world's  pres- 
ent .supply  of  wheat  with  the  amount  now  In 
hand  in  Canada,  one  lx  reminded  of  Lord  Salis- 
bury's advice  to  "study  large  map.« 

The  entire  world  supply  of  wheat  icompn.\ing 
the  world  crop  plus  the  "carry-over ' from  last 
year*  amouiUa  to  5.500.000.000  bushel.<t.  Similarly 
computed.  Canada's  present  supply  stands  at 
850.000.000  bushels  nr  about  15  per  cent  of  the 
wo/ld  total.  A .signtfirani  feature  of  the  case  is 
that  this  total  of  850.000,000  bushels  is  "nearly 
twice  the  .storage  capacity  of  our  elevator  system. ' 
and  upon  this  point  the  bulletin  remark-s  that  the 
physical  difficulty  of  handling  and  storing  such  a 
huge  quantity  pre.sents  a major  problem  in  Itself
